Honors to His Memory by tho Faculty
and Students of Columbian College.

The faculty and students of tho Columbian
College assembled at 9 o'clock on Slonday,
November 30, 1691. After the reading of the
Scriptures and prayer,Professor A. J. Hunting-
ton, D. D,, acting as president In tho absence
of Dr. Welling, delivered an address upon
tho life and character of Dr. Edward Roome,
lato adjunct professor of the Greek languager-Th-

address waB solemn, impressive, and elo-

quent. The speaker dwelt particularly upon
the brilliant intellect, tho constant industry,
the exact and profound scuoiarsuip, ana tno
pure christian character of his deceased
colleague. After Dr. Huntington's address
the college and tho preparatory school ad-

journed for the day in honor of tho memory
of l'rof e6sor Roome.

Immediately after tho adjournament a
special session was held, Acting President
Huntington in the chair, and Dr. Shute secre-
tary. A committee couBisting of Professors
Sloutague, chairman; Gore, Hogkins, and
Lodge then offered tho followlug resolutions,
which were unanimously adopted, and Pro-
fessor Slontaguo was requested to forward to
Mrs. Edward Roomo and Major William
Oscar Roome copies of the sane.

On July 2, 1881, ho was ap-
pointed by the" Hon. Robert T. Lincoln, then
Secretary of War, to a position In tho Quarter-
master Genoral'8 Office, in which office bo la
now employed, and by closo application to
duty has been promoted threo times. In 18S2
he petitioned Hiram Lodco for tho degrees of
Freemasonry which he received in that yoar;
not being very well acquainted In tho West
End at that timo and a number of his asso-
ciates being members of La Fayetto Lodco ho
dimltod from Hiram and affiliated with La
Fayette of which lodge ho is now a member
In 1887ho received the Capitular degrees In
Mount norob Chapter and was appointed G.
M. of the First voll in tho same year and
served the chairs in succession, and has now
the honor of belne its Junior Past SI. E. H.
